Places were not yet Remov d, | as*tis oft faid in the Books of Kings, an CR

of the Kings of [reel and Fudob : Mr. Martin Luther hath this Paſſage in his 
Hiſtory, &c. p. 283. That Edward VI. was a Storm that tore up Popiſh'Pre- 
lacy by the Roots, yet a top Root remain'd entire with the Stock whici 
bare of the old Soil of Papacy, yet tranſplanted into the new Mold of Roy- 
alty, beganto flourith again, e&c-and may it not be ſaid, that he had not 
time nor opportunity to do lictle more than to lop oft the Branches of Popery, 
becauſe he dyed when but Sixteen Tears old, fo leaving the Root, it prefently 
ſprung up again when his Siſter Mary Succeeded him in the Threne. 


Remark 1. 


Dr. Thomas Fuller, an Epiſcopal Divize. in his Hiſtory of this Edward the 
VI. bath this Paſſage, | For this Young King to Reform 211 at once, hal been 
the ready way to Reform nothing at all ; but now (faith he) there is more 
Light, more number of Prore/tants, leis fear of PapiiFs, therefore a thorbugh 
Reformation may now. be more probable and pratticable; inſtead wherecf, 
ſhall we ſtill run back to Rome : Hime ille lachrime, &c. | 


Remark 4. 


'Tis true, King Hemry the VIJI. broke the Ice for his young Son, by In- 
joyning the Lord's Prayer, the Creed, and the Ten Commandments, to betran- 
lated into the Engliſh Tongue, and to be taught unto the Pariſhioners by all 
the Parſons and Vicars : Even this ſmall ſtep coſt a Rebellion at Lincoln, York, 
Hu!l, 8c. Tanta mol erat Romanam condere gintem: The Work of Reforma- 
tion is a Work of great difficulty. 


Remark 5. 


Pais we over Queen Mary:Reign, which was a Reign of Deformation, 
&c. and come to the Reign of our Engliſs Deborab, Famous Queen Elizab:th, 
who renew'd and feyiv'd K. Edward's Retormation again,but fo retarded ſhe 
was by ſo many Remoras in her Reforming Work, that fhe could not ſtep 
up to the Pattern in the Mount, the Sacred Scriptures, the Word of God, 
which is [ Regula Regulans & Regwlata, | the Rule Ruling, as well as the 
Rule Ruled: *Tis Index ſui & obliqui, giving the true!? Indication both of its 
own ſtraightneſs, and of others crookedneſs: But alas, Prudentials, and Pol;- 
ricks of Stare, then prevailed-again{t.that weaker Royal Sex ; the over-top- 
ing Vogue was then, | New Wine muſt be gently poured mto old Bcttles,] leaſt the 
[trength of. the Liquor, being 'adyantag'd by the violence of the Infuſion,

break the Veſſel, &c, Reformation (cryed the Grandes of that Day) muſt be 
made by degrees, and State-Politicians mult deal with the Boay-Polatick, 
(when ſick, and ſwollen with Niſtempers) as the Skiltul Chyrurgeon dealeth 
wich an Hydropick Perſon, whoſe Body is almoſt drown'd 'with a Deluge of 
Water; the Cure is done by degrees, ſome Tap or Sluce muſt be opened, yet 
not to let goall at once, leaſt the violent Effiuvium, or flowing forth of the 
ratural Spirits (together with the Peccant Morbitick Humour, conſtantly 
conſequent) ſhould deſtroy the Patient, and endanger him upon dry ground 
more than in thoſe almoſt drowning Waters; but the Method is a aweaxy» 
ins, the opening of a ſmall Tap or Hole in che Skin,. which may fo run 
a5 to drain the Body gradually of its Dropſie, and by .inſenſible degrees 
drawing out not above a Pint at a time, and never more at once, though 
many Gollons be deſigned tor Evacuation: So Pol;ticians will not make over 
large leaps at Once. 


Remark 6. 


'Tis an excellent Obſervation of Fampus Mr. Fuller concerning theſe fr 
Reformers, whom he compareth tothe Patriarch Faceh, who would not over 
drive his Tender Flock, ſaying, | 1 dare net march my Lord Eſau's pace.] It 
may be eaſily preſumed, that Faces Jookt upon his Brother as one very nim- 
ble of foot, becauſe he fo delighted to lead an Huntſman's Life, and lived 
ſo muchin Hunting his fwift. Game : Thoygh Faceb himſelf could have hft 
np his feet (as he did-when refreſhed with the Y:finm of the Ladder, Gen, 28, 
12. and 29, 1 Hebr.) and walk'd Eſaw's pace, yet would he not force his fee- 
ble Flocks to keep pace with. Eſau : Even ſo (faith Mr. Fuller) thoſe . firft Re 
formers found England ſetled upon the Lees, having been long'nouzelid up in 
Superſtition, &c. ſo could not be look'd upon as capable of, a ſudden and per- 
tett Alteration, &c. Fuller's Churth Hife. Cent. 16. B. 7. pag. 374. Notwith- 
{tanding all this, theſe Reformers have Righe to a due Veneration for that 
moſt excellent:Reformation they made in the Do&rine of the Church, confi- 
dering what Anakins, and: what Gebebs they had at that. time to contend 
with, and how the whole World almoſt in\that Day did, wepder aficr the 
Beaſt, Revel: 13. 3.: Yea, and a long and continued Cuſtam for many A 
(lavingithe ſhort Parencheſis of K. ward's Reign) of training up.cvery 36: 
nerationin Idolatry, &c. had made it a Law. o1. Preſcraption,, yet. were thelc 
Reformers moſt emivent Inſtruments in God's Han ,to carry on Je couragioully 
a Dottrinal Reformation, wherein they threw down the Walls of Fericho, by 
the ſounding cf Rams Horns, - and pus #6 flight. the Armys of the Aliens, &c.

Religion before Luther? Anſwered, it was in the Sacred Scriptures, where their 
Romiſh Religion could not be found, which they demonſtrated to them by 
undeniable Arguments, infomuch, that when the Romanifis were ſenſibly 
foiled, and beaten out of the Hely Scrigrares, they cry'd for their only Re- 
ſerve, ſaying, [ Let us forfake that Field wherein we are defeated: with Scrip- 
tum eſt. 1t is written in Gods Word, &c. and let us rally all our Forces in the 
Field of che Ancient Fathers, wherein we may ma#er them. | Here again the 
Bactel was renew'd, and here again the Romaniſts were beaten out of their 
ſtrong hold of Tradition, for the firſt Six Hundred Years after Chrif, which 
is the whole term of time that deferves the Title of Antiquity : In this Con- 
troverfie our Learned Whittaker ated To eminently, that his eAntagonift Bellar- 
mine had his Picture in his Study, with this Inſcription upon it, Qugnquns 
Hereticum, Dottum tamen habeo Adverſarium : ] Though this Whitaker be an 
Heretick, yet I find him a Learned one. 


Remark 8. 


Beſides him many more Famous Worthysſhone forth in their Orb in that 
day, as he Fewel, Biſhop Fuel and others, whoalldid excellently as 
to the Dotfrinal Reformation, from the Cgrruptions of the Remiſh Church ; but 
as to the Ds/cipline of a Goſpel-Church, they did not ſo much meddle with, 
perhaps, looking upon it as not pertaining to the «ya: or Being, but only to 
the evarer, Or-well being of the Church ; and hence it came to pals, that fo 
much Rownſb Rubhiſb ſtill remain'd unremov d,e+c. whereby a Foundation was 
laid the tendereſt part both of Paſtors and People, for Nonconformity from 
thoſe Altitudinarian Conform/ts, who bad writ upon their Pillars, a | Ne pliss 
Ultra, ] being reſoly'd notto ſtir one ſtep farther into the Work of Reformarion : 
Whereas this ſeem'd a Sullenneſs much differing from the praftice of their 
Piouſly Learned Predeceſſors 3 as (1f.) Holy Father Latimer had not reſted 
inthe Reformation made by K. Henry VIII. only Engliſhing the Lords Prayer, 
Creedpand Ten Commandments to the People, but he perſwaded K. Edward V1. 
toſtep farther, that'the People might have the whole Divine Service in their 
Mother Tongue, &£. Nor were bleſſed Bucer, and holy Hooker ſo fully fatisfy'd / 
with the ation of the Litzrgy, after it was extracted out of the Pep/ſh 
Maſs-Book by K. Edward's Divines, they could not reſt contented fo, but per- 
{waded the King to a ſecond Purgation, as the ſecond Edition of the Serwice- 
Book ſheweth: Nor was Q. Elizabeth willing to reſt in that ſecond Edition, of 
K. Edward's, but Reformed divers things in it, though her Royal Brother 
had given it a ſecond refining : Nor did this @#eens Divines (Fuel, Bentham, 
Pilkinton, &c.) bring in their Edition with any ſuch high CORY 
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Character, as | Omnia bene, ] All are ſo well, as needs no Amendment, when 
they brought itto her Majelty for Authorizing it by her Royal Authority,ec, -

Beſides all this, I migt.t mention many more Amendments, which Reve- 
rent Mr. Hvgh's computeth, were it not. that it would too much ſwell this 
1mall Diſcourte, 1 reter only to it, &c. from whence we may mark, That as

which Dr. Whiitzzft (then made Archbiſhop of Canterbury) Anſwered, to 
witch a Reply was made. 


CHAP. 


(9 ) 
CHAP. Il. 


HIS Chapter is a more particular Hiſtory of the firſt Se- 

peration from the Church of England as it was then conſti- 
ruted, in the Reign of Q. Elizabeth, by the Non-conformiſts of 
' that time, who were partly of the Presbyterial, and partly of the 
Congregational Judgment, which the ſequel may demonſtrate. _ 

The firſt Remark is, the Non-conformity of Mr. Cartwriz5r, 

in theſe following Propoſitions, under his own hand-writing were, 

 As(1.) That the Names of Arch-hiſhops and of Arch-deacons 
ought to be aboliſhed with all their Offices and Exerciſes of 
Power. | 

(2.) That the Names of the Legitimate Miniſters in the 
Church , ſuch as are Biſhops and Deacons , ſo far as they are ſe- 
parated from thoſe Functions that are fimply ſer down in the 
Word of God, ought to be removed, and reduced to their firſt 
Apoſtolical Inſtitution ; namely, That the Deacons ſhou!d ſerve 
the Tables of the Poor, and the Biſhops give themſelves to the 
Word and Prayer. 

(3.) That the Government of the Church ought not to be 
committed to the Chancellours of Biſhops, or to the Officers of Arch- 
dgacons, but to a fit Miniſtry and Presbytery of the ſame Church. 

(4-) That no Miniſter ought to be a Wanderer , or running 
at random, but every one ſhould be fixed to his own proper 

lace. 

, (5.) No Man ought to make himſelf Miniſter of any People 

by a Mandamws from the Sovereign to the Eleftors of ſuch to of- 

ficiate, &c. 1-2-5 

. (6.) Miniſters ought not to be made by the Authority and 

Power of Biſhops onely, much leſs in the Biſhop's Study, or any 
private place ; but ſhould be choſen by the Church it ſelf, &c. 
Concluding thus, That every Man is bound by his Calling to 
reform thoſe Deformities; to wit, Magiſtrates by their Power, 
Mimiſters by their Preaching, and People by their Prayers. All 
jointly muſt promote this aforeſaid Reformation : Theſe were 
the Crimes for which Doctor Whitgift, then Vice-chancellour, ex- 
pelled Mr. Cartwright out of Cambridas after which, K. fames, 
then King of Scor/and, ſent for him, profering to make him Pro- 
feſor of Divinity in the Univerſity of S Andrews ; and the Arci- 
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biſhop of Dublin aifo ſent for him into Tre/and, profering him Pre 
ferment in that Kingdom : but the Earl of Leiceſter fixed him 
(after his Return from Travel beyond Sea) making him Maſter 
of the Ho/pital at Warwick, at which time that peſtilent picce the 
Rhemiſh Teſtament came forth, and look'd on of fuch dangerous 
coniequence, that it required the ableſt Pen to anſwer it. Here- 
upon Sir Francis /''a!ſingham ( the Queen's right-hand and eye ) 
courced Mr. Cr-:w7izhe to the Undertaking, ſent him an Hun- 
dred pound {( few ſuch gifts now-a-days to Non-confermiſts ) to 
furniſh him for the Work. Yea, the Learned Do&ors of Cam 
bridre and the MinrFers of London and Suffolk exhorted him to 
undertake it Notwithſtanding all this Arch biſhop J#%:tg:/1 ſenr 
him a poſitive Probz5ution, fearing, faith Dr. Fuber, leſt any of his 
Dry Blows and Diſtaſtfull Patlages ſhot at Rome, might glance ac 
Canterbury, Ch. Hiſt. Cer. 16. pag. 17T. 

The ſecond Remark is, I, to avoid prolixity, am conſtrained 
to omit the many Stories of Non-conformity form Henry the VIII's 
Reformation, in his aboliſhing the Pepe's Supremacy, and the abo- 
liſhing of Avb:es, &c.. And of rhat under Edward the Sixth, 
which I have by me from Sr», Dr.Hey/m, Sir Richard Baker, 8c. 
but beg leave to inſert one or two Stories out of peeviſh Peter 
Heylm, ſaying, The People might have reſted in the Reformati- 
on of Edward the Sixth, if Calvir's pragmatical Spirit ( as he 
ſtylesit ) had not interpoſed : He firſt began to quarrel at fome 
Paſſages in the Li:4rgy, and afterwards never left ſoliciting the 
Lord Proteor and the Univerſities, till he had laid the firſt foun- 
dation of the Zuinglian Fattion , to which they were encoura- 
ged by the Indulgence grantedo Fobn Alaſco, who, bringing with 
him a mixed multitutde of Poles and Germans, obtained the Pri- 
vilege of a [ Non conformiſt ] Church , for him and his people , 


- diſtin from the Church of England in Government and Form of 


Worſhip : This much animared ' faith he ) rhe Zuinghan Go- 
ipellers to prattiſe firſt upon the Church, and, being countenan- 
ced by the Earl of //arwick, then quarrelled with Epiſcopal Ha- 
bits, againſt Copes , Tippers, Surplices, &c. bur ar laſt fell upon 
the Altars which were left ſtanding ( as they had been in times 
of Popery ) by the Rules of the Liturgy : Then were ſome rude 
People encov raged ( faith he) under-hand by the Grandees of 
rhe Court to beat down ſome Altars, which made wiy for an 
Order of the. Conn:cil Table to take down the reſt, and ſet up oy

bles in their places : Hereupon the coftly Coverings of the Al- 
Tars, together with their rich Prieſtly Grarments (made of Cloth 
of Titſue, Cloth of Gold and Silver or embroidered Velvet, the 
meaneſt of chem»being made of Silk or Sattin, with ſome decent 
trimming ) were handſomely converted to private uſe, for Car 

pets, Cuihions, Coverlids, &c. for the Court Lords: This change

ſign'd Bijhup of Gloucefter, refuſed to be conſecrated by Arch- 

biſhop Cranmer in ſuch Habits as Biſhops are required to wear 

by the Rules of the Church , which Refufal put a ſtop to his 

Conſecration ; but he, repairing to his Patron the Earl of War- 

wick, obtained his Letter to the Arch biſhop, defiring a forbea- 

rance of theſe Habits ; adding alſo that it was the King's deſire 
as well as his own; and requeſted farther, that he would nor 
chargg &:m wich any Oath burthenſome to his Conſcience, name- 
ly, the Oath of Canonical Obedience : yea, the King likewile wrote 
to the ſame effet, and fo the matter was compoled with ſome 
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moderation. Thus Dr. Heylin. And many 'more Non -conformi- 
ties the Dr. complains of too long to rehearſe 

The fourth Remark is, the Hiſtory of Non-conformity in Q., E- 
I:zabeth's Reign, who had bravely repulſed Temprations of tur- 
ning Papiſt in Q. A4ary's time, with ſaying, [ My Soul is the Lord's, 
and as to my Faith, as I cannot change it, ſo neither will I diſſemble 
ir. ] This good Queen, finding all the Land lay fallow and o- 
ver-grown with the Brambles of her Siſter's Popery, was forced 
to this Reſolve, Nor to reform all at once, but by little and little: 
This flow progreſs therein brought up and introduced a 44cdley 
of Calwvini;ts ( as Dr. Heylin ſtyles the Nom-conformiſts at that 
time) in his Hi/t. of Reform. p 115. ſaying, Thoſe Miniſters that 
| had been banifh'd in the Reign of Q. Mary, and had followed 

(beyond Sea) the Platform of Geneva, returned fo diſatfeCted to 
Epicopal Government, and to the Rites -and Ceremonies here by 
Law eſtabliſhed, as not long after filled the Church, as he ex- 
prelſeth it, with ſad Diſorders. On which account, he ſaith, we 
find'the Qneen's Profeſſor at Oxford to paſs among the Now-con- 
formifts, though ſomewhat more moderate than the reft; and 
Cartwright at Cambridge ( he doth not call him Doctor, nor ſo 
much as Maſter Cartwright ) who proved, faith he, an unextin- 
$Uiſhable Fire brand tro the Church of England : beſide him, 
there was Whittington ( the chief Ring-leader of the Frankford 
Schiſmaticks ) preferred to the Deanry of Durbam, and from 
thence encouraging Knox and Goodman, in ſetting up Prezbycery in 
the Kirk of Scotland, and Sampſon was advanced to the Deanry 
of Chri#s-Church, but turned out again, for an incorrigible Non- 
conformiſt; as ikewiſe Hardiman, one of the firſt rwelve Prebends 
of the Church of Weſtminſter, who was ſoon after deprived, for 
throwing down the Altar and defacing the Veſtments of the 
Church, ec. 

The fifth Remark, Dr. Heylin proceeds in his Complaints, 
p70. 124. ſaying, The 2ueen having ſetled put ay, 0h Afﬀairs, 
the ſame Settlement of the Church of England might have longer 
continued, had not her Order been Confounded by ſome Facti- 
G28 Spirits ( as he calls them, ) who, having had their Wills at 
Frankfort, or otherwiſe Ruling the Presbytery when they were at 
Gezzeva, thought to have carry'd all before them with the like 
- facility when they were in England. And again, pag. 131, 132. 
Some friends they had about the Queen, and Caivim my

don was known. to have a great Reſpect for Ca/vin and they two, 
by che help of their friends they hat about the Queen, gor liberty 
for a French Church, as To» Ala/co had in King Edward's time : 


But what was this (faich he) bur ſetting up Presbyrery to confront 


Epiſcopacy, and a C:mmon weal;h in the midit of a AMonurchy, or 
(as the phraſe is now) Imperium i» Imperio. Calvin gives Grindal 
thanks for this favour, upon which many French and Dutch 
repaired into Eng/and, planted themſelves in Sea-Towns, as 
well as in London openly profeſſing the Reformed Religion. 
Again, pag. 144 he gozs on, faying, Now nothing would ſacis- 
ke our Non-conform:/ts at Home, (being thus encourag'd with 
that liberty thus procured for thoſe abroad ) bur the Nakedneſ5 
and Simplicity of the Zuinglian Churches, the new fathions taken 
up at Frankfort, and the Presbyteries at G.neva; and they drove 
on fv faſt upon it, that they took down the S:eps where the Al- 
tar ſtood,. and brought the Table into the midit of the Church 
in ſome places; they laid aſide God farbers and God-mothers in 
Baptiſm; and Lent they took'd upon as Superſtition and Feftioa! 


days, &:. This Faction { faith he pag. 154 ) could not touch 
*Epiſcopacy nor Liturgy, becauſe eſtabliſhed by Law ; but Caps, . 


ippets, Rochets, Lawn-ſieeves and Surplices, &&c (all having no 
better foundation than Supeririciaus Cuſtom, or ſome old Popiſh

Number, 
none fo much Remarkable, as Father 'Fobn Fox the Marryrolo- 
ef, &c.] ir was thought by the Conformi;ts that the Opinion

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which was had of his Parts and Pzety might much Advance Con- 
formity, if the Heads of the Church could cauſe him to come 
over to them and /:/cribe the Thirty-nine Articles ; hereupon he 
was Summon'd for his S«b/criprion: He appear'd before the Biſhop 
with his New-Teſtament in Greek, holding it in his hand, he 
ſaid, [Unto this book I will Subſcribe ; and 1/ this will nut Serve, 
take my Prebcndary at Salisbury, the only Preferment which I held 
in the Church of England, and much good may it doe yeu ] But 
notwithſtanding this Refraftory Antwer (faith the Doctor) ſo 
much kindneſs was ſhewed to him, that he both kept his Re/c- 
lution, and his Prebendary together: * This was more favour 
then is ſhewn to any Nen-cenformiſt in this our Days. And to 
this the Door adds, 'That- thoſe Genewvians (as be ſtyles them) 
for the greater Countenancing of their Non-conformity, ſtirred up 
the moſt Eminent Divines of the French and Zuinglian or Helve- 
tian Churches to Declare in favour of their Doings, &<c. 

The ſixth Remark is , the Doctor te!ls us many long Stories, 
too large to tranſcribe. After his InveCtives againſt che Pur:- 
tans, fo called (he faith) for pretending to a greater Purity in 
God's Worſhip, and againſt Geneve Notes upon 2 Chren. 8.15, 
16,0c. and againſt the Sawcineſs of Knox, and the bold Activities 
of Beza for upholding this Puritan Faftion. He comes to Cart- 
wright, againſt whom he exclaims fot ſowing his Seed of Non- 
conformity 11 Cambridge it ſelf, and fo rhat it could never be 
Rooted out to this Day. Who exceeded (he faith) in Afting 
more than any of the P:yritan Fadion: He preached All the Fel- 
lows and Scholars of his Colledge out of their Surplices, ec. 
Heylin's Hiſt. of Presbytery, pag. 263. He ſet up a Presbyterial 
Church at Wandfverch by the Water ſide, near London, Nowemt? 
20. In the Year 1572. He introduced his D#/cipline into the 
Iſlands of Fer/ey and Gerr/ey, and in the Engliſh Church at Mid- 
dicburgh 1n | Aw and in the Dutch Church here in Lomdon ; 
yea he prevFed fo far (with the Aſſiſtance of the Earl of Lexce- 
fter, Lord-Treaſurer Burle:gh, &c.) that a romp of Sixty Mi- 
niſters' out of Eſſex, Cambridge and Norfoi/k was Held at Cork- 
bill. where Knewſtubbs was Miniſter, May the 8th. in the Year 
1582. and the like Meeting was Held at Cambridge, &c. After 
this (faith he) their book of Diſcipline being publiſhed, was no- 
where more welcom than in Londen, the Wealth ani] r"_ Fl

- which Ciry was never wanting to ſupport ſuch, &c. pag. 213: 
The ſeveral Churches they had in the City they Reduced into 
one general Claſs, in which either Cartwright, or Egerton, or 
Travers were for the moſt part Moderatonrs. This was their 
chief Tribunal and ſupreme Conſiſtory they held for the whole 
Nation : Bur in the Country none appeard more forward, than 
thoſe of Northampton, Daventry and Nottingham and the Device 
( as he calls it ) is raken up in moſt parts of Eng/and, but eſpe- 
cially in Warwick ſhire, Suffolk, Norfolk, Eſſex, &c. In theſe Claf: 
ſes' they Derermined Points of Dottrine, Interpreted hard pla- 


ces of Scripture, Delivered their Reſolution in ſuch Caſes of 


Conſcience, as were brought before them ; Decided Doubrs and 
Difficulties touching Contracts of Marriage, &c. And whatſo- 


ever was coucluded by ſuch as .were preſent, (yer ſtill with- 


Reference to the better Judgment of their London-brethren) be- 
came forthwith binding to the Reſt ; none being admitted into 
any of the aforeſaid Claſſes before he had promiſed under his 
Hand, that he would Submit himſelf, and be Obedient- unto 
all ſuch Orders and Decrees, as were ſet down by the Claſſis to 
be obſerved. At theſe Claſſes they enquired into the Life and 
Dottrine of all that had ſubſcribed unto them, Cen/uring ſame, 
and Deps/ing others as they ſaw occaſion. Unto every Claſs 


there belonged a Regiſter, who took the Heads of all thar paſled,. 


and ſaw them carefully entred into a Book for that purpoſe, 
that chey might remain upon Record. This is Dr. Heylis's Re- 
lation in full of the progreſs of Presbytery in this Nation. 

Moreover, Dr. Heylin obſerves that in .Q. Elizabeth's 7th. 
Year of her Reign, the Calvinis began firſt to be called Puri- 
tans ; and in her 8th Year the Government of the Church by 
Arch-biſhops and Biſhops was Confirmed , which when the Pres- 
byterians (aw ſetled, they began (ſaith he) to play their Game ; 
_ the more, becauſe the Precbyterggns prevailed: now in Scot- 
land. 


I hare been the larger in Quoting Dr. Heylin, becauſe the. Te-

The ſeventh Remark take here in few words. Sir Richard Bas

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ueen 1.::2,232,7s Reign there aroſe a Sect, openly Condemning 
the Received Diicipline of the Church of England, together with 
the Church Liturgy and the very Calling of Biſhods 

"This Sect ({aith Prter) ſo mightily encreated , that in the Stx- 
tcenth Year of her Reign rhe Queen and whole Kingdom' were 
extreamiy rroubled with them : And again, in a Parliamtnt held 
the 26th Year of her Reign, the Puritan Party Iaboured to have 
I ws made in orcer to tie Deſtroying of the Church of Fagland, 
ind the ſetting up of their own Sect: And again, in her 28th 
Year the Qiieen gave a Special Charge tov Whirgi/r, Arch-biſhop 
of Canterbury, ro fertle an Uniformicty in the Ecc!iſiaſtical Diſcr- 
fline, which now almoſt lay a gaſping ; and at this time the 
Sect of Brownjts ( derived from one Rebert Brown, who Patro- 
rzd the moſt Rigid fort of Separation from the Church. of 
Ezpland) did much oppoie the National Church, Again, in her 
One and Th tieth Near, the Puritan flames brake forth again ; and 
in her Thirty-ſixth Year the ſeverity of the Laws were executed 
upon Henry Barrow and his Sefaries for Condemning the Church 
of England as no Chriſtian Church. Thus Sir Richard Baker SC. 


The e&hth Remark is, This S:werity of -the Conformiſts againſt 


the Non-conformi/t; in Depriving them of their Benefices and other 
Preferments in the Church, (beſide their later Cruelty to them) 
went as Alarming news, flying both into France and Scotland. 
Hereupon (f:..th Dr. Hey/m in his Hiſtory of Presbytery, pag. 252.) 
both Beza out of France, and Knox with his Comrades .out of Scot- 
{and interpoſe themſelves in behalf of their Brethren : As to 
Knex (faith he) a Letter was wrote by him and ſent.in the Name 
of the General Aſſembly of the Kirk of Scotland, wherein the 
Church-Veſtments are call'd Trifles and Rags of Rome, &c. But 
Beza ({aith he) writes with more Authority from France, as be- 
ing the greater Patriarch, unto Grindal of greater Matters than 
Caps and Surplices, but complains of Suſpending theſe Men from 
their Miniſtry for not Subſcribing to ſome newCeremonies impos d 
upon them, and that the Biſhops had roo much power, and ex- 
cepts againſt many-other things. So good a foundation (faith he) 
being laid, the Building could not chuſe but go on a-pace. Inthe 
Courſe of which Fabrick, they have continually a Recourſe to:this 
Beza, as to their Maſter Workman, anſwering all cheir Scruples

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And theDr.adds,the Prefbyterians had many powerful Friends at Court, 
as the Earl of Leicefler, Lord Nerth, Knells, and Walſm;ham, which to 
encourag'd them, that they met together in Houſes, Woods, Barns, 
and common Fields, where they kept their Conventiclesypag. 252,259, 
262, 263. until at laſt (faith he pag. 271.) They reſolved againſt 
the Epilcopal, and endeavour'd to ere the Preyþyterial Government, 
concluding their Vote thus, [*Whereas divers Books have been writ- 
© ten, and ſundry Petitions have been exhibited to her Majeſty, the 
< Parliament and their Lordſhips to lictle purpoſe, every man ſhould 
* therefore labour by all means poſſible, to bring the Reformarion ints 
* the Church] and 'twas then and there reſolved, [That for the tetter 
* bringing 0n of the ſaid Holy Diſcipline, they ſhould not only as well 
* publickly as privatcly teach it, but allo by little and little as well 
© as polhble they couls, draw the fame into praftice.] Hereupon a Pres- 
bytery was crefted at that tmall Village in Surry called Wandiworrh, as 
is atoreſaid, and Grindal being tranſlated from the See of Tok unto 
that of Canterbury, gave great hopes to the Presbyrerians, who 
foon found how plyant he was 1:ke to prove unto the;r expectarion, 
which happen'd accordingly, f-r he fought in all things to promote 
their Deigns, and made great Alterations in the Cu; cb of En7!/and &c.

Thy King Fames was look'd upon by the Pre- 
lates, as no better than an A-rane Pmritan, when he came hrſt to the 
Crown of Engtend, anJ was the firt King that ever was proclaim- 
e | K. of Great Britain, France, and Ireland, yct Cluverius teſtifies of 
him, That he left the Church of En;land as he found it at the Death 
of Q. Elizabeth, without any Reformation or Redreſs of Grievances 
therein; inlomuch, that fome ſeverely enough) deſcribing his Court 
and Chara ter, diſcover much of his King crafr, even fuch as were 
F.ye-witnefſes, or Ear-witneſles thereof, and ſo making good his own 
Motto ( Lui neſcit diſſmulare, neſeit Regnare,) He that cannot Dil. 
{-mble ought not to Reign. Mr. Fuller tells us, That in his time 
Archbihop Avbor's ſtiffneſs about the Earl of E/Jex's Divorce, &c. 
though it was to his eternal Honour in not complying with the Baway 
Biſhops, yet the King and Court were his Foes for it ever after ; and 
above all, Bihop Land (whom he calls Filius ante diem, ſets himie'f 
azainſt him, an1 as if not content to ſucceed him, he endeavour to 
ſupp'ant him, as if a falling Tree food innecd cf felling, he be:ng now 
exceeding old.

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Reaſon the Sixth. The great Growth of Popery hath becn 
uſher'd in at this Door, as Adam Cortzenns the Feſuit directeth, 
for reſtoring Popery, before the People be awake: In his Politicks, 
lib. 2. cap. 16, 17, 18, &c. 

His Sixth Rule is, to make uſe of the Proteſtant Diſſenſtons, 
forcing the Puritans to approve of Biſhops, the Magiſtrate joyning 
with the Conformifts, ealily overturns the Nonconformifts , as Paul 
did by the Diſſention between the Phariſces and Sadducees, joyning 
to one Side, he eſcaped. Diſcords 'wixt Lutherans and Caluiniſts,

The Differences betwixt the Brethren of the Presbytzrial ard Congre- 
gational Judgment, come next to be diſcours'd. 


Emark the Firſt is, 'when the ReduT:o» of Epiſcopacy to its 
Primitive Form, by that Learned, Humble, Holy, Peaceble 
and Reverend Biſhop Dottor Uſher was tendered, and conſented to 
by Dr. Holdſworth, Dr. Brownrigg, Dr. Reynolas, and other Learn- 
ed Doctors ; It was greatly hoped, that this would have given 
Content : But the high-flown Prelate, neither lo Gracious, ner ſo 
Learned, nor ſuch Lovers of the Church's Peace, as was that Learn- 
ed Primate of Ireland, broke all the Meaſures for Accommodations, 
both at the latter end of K. Charles I's Reign, and at the beginning 
of K. Charles II's Reſtoration : Hereupon the Brethren both of the 
Presbyterial and of the Congregational! Way were conſtrained to 
fhift, as well as they could, for themſelves. 

Remark the Second is, | at or towards the end of K. Charles T's 
Reign, betore the Civil Wars broke forth, the Brethren of both 
thoſe Perſwaſions, made their Joynt and Humble Applications to 
the Parliament, that then (at at We&#minſter, for Protetion and 
Peace; Which thovgh Nonconformity had been for former \zes a 
Napthali, wreſtling continually for it, but could never obtaiq 1t at 
the Prelate's Hand, yet naw obtaineth it by God's Gracivulneſs at

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the Hands of this Healing Parliament,: who indeed did not look 
upon thoſe two Perſwaſions, as two diftint Parties, (This 1s ameer 
Miſrepreſentation of them by. capricious Conformity) they being 
really and in Truth but oze and the ſame Party, having only made 
uſe of differing Expreſſions, to declare their own Minds each to 
other, and that without Schiſm, or ſetting up of Churches againſt 
Churches, but holding Communion one with . another in their 
. Members, as they had occaſion ſo to do, &c. 

Remark, the Third Dr. Still:ng fleet doth indeed make the 
Breach wider betwixt thoſe Brethren, than it really was, ſaying, 
{in his Sermon of the A£:ſchief of Separation] that the Aſſembly of 
Divines vrged their Diſſenting Brethren to comply with their Rules 
of Government, and charged them with Schiſm if they refuſed to do it. 
All which 1s a meer Miſ-report.out of the Papers of Accommodati- 
on, b:twixt the Brethren of thoſe two Perſwations : For in Truth 
It was not the Aſſembly of Divines themſelves, but only (as one 
wittily calls them) 2 S»bter Sub-Committee, who declared ſome: 
thing that ter ded rowards the Allegation, as the private Opinion 
of ſome of ther (wherein they might be miſtaken) but did: not 
deliver itas the final Determination of the whole Reverend Aſ- 
ſembly, Ard the Dr. hath miſ-reported the matter of Fatt ; for 
the Order of Parliament, Nov. 6. 1645. which Impowered the 
Committee to Act, inſtructed them (zo endeavorr an Vnion, if poſ- 
ſible, of the difforent Oparzons of the Aſſemily in perrt of Church-Go- 
vernment z ard in caſe that canot be done, to find oit ſome way that 
tender Conſciences, not ſubmitting in all ta;n7s, might be born withz 
&Cc.) 2nd the then Diſſentins Brethren profeſſed a plenary Sub-- | 
jection to the Subſtance of God's Worſhip, though they differed in _ | 
ſome Puntt:lio's or ſmall Circumſtances of Church Goverrment + $44 
only.

Remark the Filth, mor" particularly, bot choſe Per ſuaſions do 
agree, ( 1) in having onJy ſuch Officers as Chriſt himſelf hath ap- 
pointed, namely, P:ors and Teachers, Elders and Deacons. (2) Such 
Spiritual Cenſures of Admiſſion, Admonition, &c. for guarding God's 
Ordinances, ard for guiding his Flock, &c. (3) Inliberty of ele&t- 
ing their own Church-Officers, ®*c. (4) Ina Power to keep their 
own Congregations from being leavencd, and thg Ordinances of 
Chr:ft from being polluted by Officers within themſelves ; and ſo in 
many more material Points, too long hereto relate, as may amply 
appear in the Heads cf Agreement aſſented to by both. The only main 
Difference, wherein they diſagree, is about the /af# Appeal, Whe-

CHAP. VI 


Some General Remarks upon the Heads of this Late Happy Agreement 
betwixt the Miniſters of both thoſe Perſwaſions, now Unanimouſly 
Umted in the tranſcendent Bond of Peace and Unity of Spirit. 


HE Firſt Remark :5, Long hath this Unity been laboured af- 

ter , eyen for many Years, both in City and Country ; and 
tho thoſe Unhappy Differences have been moſt happily compoſed in 
ſome Countries, in this Nation , and amicable Agreements have been 
ſolemnly conſented unto, and comfortable Communion hath been 
carried on by Miniſters of both Perſwaſions ; as in thoſe two remote 
Counties of Cumberland and Weſtmerland, in the Year 1656. And 
likewiſe in Torkſhire and Lancaſvire afterwards, the former giv- 
ing Light to the latter : Wherein, tony own perſonal OY 
that old Rule was not obſerved, ( If the Bank will not come to the 
Boat, the Baat will not come to the Bank, that they might never meet ) 
for there were matual Condeſcenſions on both the Bank*s-Side and 
on the Boat's-Side, &c, Nor may I omit what Light was given to 
both theſe aforeſaid by that Chriſtian Concord managed by Reverend 
Mr. Baxter in Worceſterſhire, before either of them, in the Year 
1653. Likewiſe muft 1 mention that candid Spirit in Apoilonime, 
the Presbyter at Meidalbwrg in Zealand, manifeſted in his Learned 
and Loving Letter, to the five Authors of the Apologerical Narration, 
Tho. Goodwin, Phil. Nye, Gmil. Bridge, Fer. Burrows, Sydrach Simp- 
ſon, in the Year 1644.

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of Union hath been ſtriving and ſtrngling a long Time for Unity 
among Brethren, in the Country, both Foreign and Domeltick, 
and ſome time hath prevailed; but now ( Deo Gratias) it hath 
prevailed in this great City, which, I truſt, doth bode better 
things than Lewis AMaimburgh's Methad of re-uniting Proteſtants 
and Papiſts did, firſt writ in French, and made to ſpeak Engliſh in 
this Day, when we were upon the very brinks of Popery and 
' Slavery. | 

Remark the Second. Seeing in Matters of Religion ſo little is got 
by wrangling Diſputation, therefore, for the avoiding of that In- 
convenience, there ought to be an Agreement of fome Principles on 
both Sides, wherein they. do conventre in tertico, meet unanimouſly, 
aSin aThird: Sure I am; ſuch a Cordial and Chriſtian Concord in' all 
thoſe moſt Material Heads of Agreement, is the gaining of a grand 
Point againſt the Common Adverſary, who depends upon their 
own Harmony and our Diſcord and Diſtraftions. 

I cannot fiud any Reaſon'why I may not, without Vanity, prog- 
noſticate good Things to come from this Happy Unity, conlidering, 

1. How God commanded his Bleſſing in David's Day, when the 
two Houſes of Saul and David came up, after eight Years Unnatural 
Inteſtin Wars, to dwell together as Brethren in Unity; "tis ſuppoſed 
that at the End of that Dz/cord David penned his 133 Pſalm ; after 
which the Kingdom of //-ael flouriſhed more than ever before. 

2. How the two Sticks ( Fxdah and Iſrael, which had been a 
Cleft-Stick ever after Rehoboam's Reign) became one Stick again, 
and claye cloſe together in the Hand of the Lord ; tho this was but a 
poor Stick in it ſelf ſtill, yet God was pleaſed to uſe ſo {lender a 
thing to very great purpoſe, as was fulfilled, when the Fews and 
many of the ten Tribe; returned from the Captivity into their own 
Country under Zerubbabel and Ezra, &c. Ezek. 37. 16, 17, to 28, 
After which Unity Gog and agog ( Turk and Pope) aredeſtroyed, 
Ezck. 38, and 39, &c. 

3. How that old Fewd |betwixt Fews and Gentiles was laid afide 
by the Kingdom of the Goſpel, the Partition-Wall thrown down by 
Chriſt's _ : As there was no Noiſe of Axe or of Hammer, in 
the Building of Solomon's Temple, 1 Kings 6.7. So nor ought to be 
in the ereCting the Goſpel-Church; and indeed there was no Noiſe 
of Diviſion at its firſt Plantation, for the Builder; thereof were all of 
one accord, ACt. 4.22. There was VUnitascordis, oris & operis, Unity 
of Heart, Mouth and Praitice, &c., Oh how plentifuly was the 
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Spirit of Gifts and Graces poured forth, and what abundance. of 
Converts came in to the Church daily, and the Goſpel ran like a 
Sun-Beam into all Parts of the World, &c. Dr. Lightfoot notes well, 
That at this Time all dividing Names were laid aſide ; in his Com- 
ment upon the As, p.293. 1 wiſh, with all my Soul, all dividing 
Names might be done away in our Dayzas thoſe diſtinguiſhing Titles 
of Presbyterians and Independarts, were Nick-Names from Adverſa- 
ries ; let them lay buried in Everlaſting Oblivion - Then may we 
hope a freſh Vein of Elefion ( the want of which being ſo much 
complained of ) might break forth as Life from the Dead, &c. 

Remark the Third. I do cordially concur with Reverend Mr. 
Baxter (Whoſe Parts and Piecty deſerve due Veneration) in his 
d: ſire that Epiſcopal Men likewiſe would lay aſide their Prejudi- 
ces, &c. and come into this Chriſtian Concord, ſaying, The diſtance 
w r0t ſo great, but all theſe three (the Epiſcopal, Presbyterian and 
Independart) were they but heartily willing and forward for Peate, 
they might agree: I know they might do it, having ſpoken with ſome 
Mod:rate Men of all the three Parties, and do percelve by their 
Conceſſions, it were an eaſfie Work, &c. *'Tis the Shame (faith he) 
of all our Faces, that this is not Cone for publick good, &c. 
Mr. Baxter's Gildas Salvianus, Cr Reform'd Paitor, Þ. 187. &c. 
Again (he ſaith) The Firſt hath been too fierce upon. the. Secoxd, 
and the Secona too ſevere againſt the Third, whereas the Truth 
perhaps muſt be” gathered from the ſeveral Parties, who eachof 
them hold a part of it in peculiar. See his Chriſtian Concord, 
P. 95, 96- And apain, when God reſtor'd Peace to his Church, 
All the three ſhall ſee their own Miſcarriages, and lament them 
before the Lord, yea loath themſelves for their Emulations , 
pag. 101. Andagpain, excellently, While God is my Maſter, his 
Word my Rule, bis Work my Buſineſ,, and the Succeſs of it in ſaving of 
Souls my End, I cannot be ſilent to ſee Souls undone by the Diſcord of - 
Miniſters, &c. See his Keform'd Paſtor, p. 199. To which I add, 
no doubt. but there be godly Miniſters. of that Perſuaſion, who 
are tight Proteſtants, and not tinged with Arminianiſm, Socinian- 
i/m, &c. Not differing from us in Fundamentals, but in Circum- 
ſtantials only ; New when the day of Chriſt's Power comes, that 
will make all Parties willing, Pſal. 110. 3. this would cauſe the 
Concord to be ſo much the ſtronger ; for a three-fold Cord is nor 
eaſily broken. 


Remark. 
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- - Remarkthe Fourth. Unity without Verity is rather a Confpiracy, 2s 
in the Builders of Babel, Gen. 11.1, 4. which ended in Confulion ; 
there is no laſting Concord but in Truth. Herod and Pilate were 
two Wood-Sticks that were made one in the Devils Hand ( net in 
Gods, as 1jratl and Judah above) to beat Chriſt to Pieces. The 
Union, Papiſts boaſt of is rather Politick than Real, naving vaſt 
Yay mong them tn their moltPvtent Orders, as Fraxc:/can;, 
" JDomiMans, &c. but the Unity which Chriſe came to eſtabliſh, doth 
not depend vpon Uniformity, but upon Charity in a Chriſtian, and 
Candid Forbearance of one another in Circumſcantials. Where there 
is an Agreement in the Eſſentials of Worſhip, Indifferent things 
are diſpenſed with far Unzy, Ats 21.24. And this Holy Unity 


Is called the Conſolation, Aﬀts 15, 31. The Lord bleſs us with more 
of this Bleſſed Conſolation,
